One week befo re they make their final decisio n, an increasing 
nu mber o f Sedalia v o ters apparently hav e taken that po litical 
po stu re that makes fo rthright predictio n impo ssible — fence 
sitting. 
Of the 100 v o ters interv iewed in The Demo crat-Capital’s 
seco nd gu bernato rial and presidential preference po ll. 45 said 
they were undecided abo u t their cho ice fo r president, while 48 
were similarly u nco mmitted in the go v erno r’s race. 


These figures reflect an increase in the nu mber o f undecided 
v o ters since the appearance Oct. 10 o f the first Demo crat- 
Capital po ll. At that time. 28 v o ters were u nsu re in the 
president s race and 17 were undecided in the go v erno r’s 
co ntest. 


The final resu lts, ho wev er, co nfirmed the prev io us po ll’s 
findings in giv ing President Nix o n and Christo pher S. “Kit” 
Bo nd a co ntinu ed lead o v er their Demo cratic o ppo nents. Sen 
Geo rge McGo v ern and Edward L Do wd The final resu lts were 
Nix o n 40, McGo v ern 15, and 28 u ndecided; and Bo nd 36 , Do wd 
20,and 44 undecided. 


Amo ng tho se perso ns ex pressing a preference. President 
Nix o n displaced fello w-Republican Bo nd as the leading lo cal 
v o te-getter. Nix o n’s tally o f 40 was fo u r mo re than Bo nd’s 36 . In 
The Demo crat-Capital’s prev io us po ll. Bo nd reco rded 53 in 
finishing six v o tes ahead o f Nix o n. 


On the Demo cratic side, gu bernato rial ho peful Do wd o ut­ 
distanced McGo v ern by a fo u r v o te margin, 20-16 . 


The co mments o f many perso ns interv iewed as to their cho ice 
fo r president reflected the u psurge o f indecisio n “I do n’t like 
either o ne o f them,” o ne perso n said “I’m definitely no t fo r 
Nix o n and I’m no t su re McGo v ern is anv better.”

Sedalia’s may o r and City Co uncil, alo ng with :^o v cral 
do wnto wn businessmen, met with state and federal o fficials 
J^nday night to discuss the city ’s po ssible participatio n in a 
federally -funded Land Clearance fo r Re-Dev elo prnent pro gram 
fo rmerly kno wn as Urban Renewal 
Representing the state LTepartment o f Co mmunity Affairs 
were C. K. Odo r and Rey no lds Hamlin, while Ji>e Matthews 
attended the meeting as a spo kesman fo r the Kansas City 
regio nal o ffice o f the federal Department o f Ho using and Urban 
Affairs. 
The two main ideas to co me o ut o f the se.ssio n were that 
fu rther stu dy is needed by city o fficials as to what ty pe o f actio n 
sho uld be taken and what metho ds sho uld be ado pted, and that 
the first step wo uld be an electio n to enable the city to use the 
state land clearance fo r re-dev elo pment law 
The law, if its use were appro v ed, wo uld enable the city to 
co ndemn priv ate pro perty fo r fu tu re resale and redev elo pment, 
acco rding to Odo r. He eiqilained that the city might pu rchase, 
either directly o r thro u gh co ndemnatio n pro ceedings if 
necessary , pro perty and then redev elo p it fo r public u.se o r ;e!l it 
to indiv iduals o r co mpanies fo r redev elo pment 


Mo ney Is Inv o lv ed 


Odo r no ted that the pro cess takes mo ney , since land is usually 
so ld fo r less than what it co st. He added, ho wev er, that the 
increased v alue o f the pro perty will ev entually make up the 
difference thro u gh higher tax assessment In the meantime the 
difference wo uld be made up thro u gh federal appro priatio ns 
Odo r said. 
Matthews said prio r to the meeting that the prbcess o f 
initiating a pro gram and being appro v ed fo r funding is much 
mo re difficult no w than when the city attempted to do so in 
Febru ary , 19 6 6 . The v o ters rejected 146 8 to 6 10 a pro po sal to u.se 
the state law at that time.

Minestrone basically is an 
Italian soup created by blending 
a variety of vegetables in a 
broth base. Although there are 
as many recipes for this filling 
soup as there are Italian cooks, 
it traditionally contains legumes 
such as white kidney beans and 
chick peas or garbanzos. Thus it 
has a solid amount of protein, 
enough to sustain a dieter. 
Every good minestrone also 
includes fresh vegetables for 
aroma and a little meat. This is 
a good soup to make in large 
quantities and thus get the full 
flavor of all ingredients. 
Since it freezes well, make a 
large batch and store in quart- 
size containers in the home 
freezer. For best eating results 
cook vegetables briefly before 
freezing and add briefly cooked 
macaroni when the soup is 
reheated for serving. Label and 
date 
containers. 
Thaw 
a 
container of frozen soup in the 
refrigerator the night before if 
you know you want it the next 
day. It will thaw within one half 
to one hour when the container 
is placed in a pan of hot water. 
Reheat 
slowly 
since 
rapid 
heating tends to overcook some 
of the vegetables. 
Homemade 
soups 
are 
something special and many 
can 
be 
frozen 
successfully. 
Pureed soups may separate a 
bit upon thawing. Beat quickly 
or put them in a blender to 
overcome 
this. 
Another 
excellent trick is to make a rich, 
concentrated chicken or beef 
soup stoc'k, pour it into ice cube 
trays 
and 
freeze. 
Transfer 
“ stock” cubes to a plastic bag, 
label and keep in freezer and 
use cubes as needed for soups, 
stews and casseroles.

Bergstrom says he is ex­ 
tremely pleased with the way 
the sessions are conducted and 
emphasizes that counselors do 
not tell couples they should or 
should not get married nor that 
they should or should not use 
birth control 
“ We are only here to inform 
and 
encourage

people to discuss these prob­ 
lems.’’ he said

I cannot tell if the metal is discolored or if the brass is 
flaking off. I wonder if anyone can tell me how to refinish 
this, retard the flaking or whatever.

DEAR PO LLY - My Pointers are for Emma who has so 
many leftover wooden thread spools. Those “ cookout 
people” who need something for roasting marshmallows, in 
an emergency situation, can use a wire coat hanger 
straightened out into a dowel-like piece then bent back about 
four inches into a hairpin shape and find the spools will make 
a great handle by merely threading the spool centers over the 
hairpin end. The spools will remain in place because of the 
double thickness of wire and the wooden handle is fantastic 
for keeping one’s hands from being burned by the heated 
wire. Three or four small spools threaded onto a section of 
coat hanger wire can make a wooden handle you may like to 
have as an aid when carrying heavy packages bound with 
tape, twine, etc. Remember, when the stores used to give us 
such handles for carrying a box home? Since these seem to

The legislature has instituted several 
hospital programs when private enterprise 
couldn’t do it. Cason said 


"We now license hospitals and it is but a 
short step to full state operation.” he said 
"I don’t want this, and I’m sure you don’t ” 


Cason said he would intrixluce a bill to 
permit sending patients home sooner by 
providing a mobile health squad, headed 
by a doi'tor, to be sent to their home each 
day for post-operative care.

Property Tax Relief 
Promised By President

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon, apparently back­ 
ing away from across-theboard 
property-tax relief, says that if 
re-elected “ one of my highest- 
priority 
proposals” 
will 
be 
property-tax relief for older 
citizens. 
Nixon made the scaled-down 
pledge in a nationally broad­ 
cast campaign radio speech 
Monday afternoon. 
Some months ago, Nixon hint­ 
ed his re-election drive might 
feature, as its central pocket- 
book appeal, a plan to sharply 
reduce the local property taxes 
of most, if not all, homeowners 
and businessmen though a fed­ 
eral subsidy system. 
Early in the campaign, how­ 
ever, Nixon began talking in­ 
stead about a qualified pledge 
to hold the line against federal 
tax increases. 
The qualification was that the 
Democratic-controlled Congress 
restrain what Nixon termed “ a 
spending binge.” 
With the federal budget deep 
in the red, even before Con­ 
gress got its hands on major 
legislation, Nixon and his ad­ 
visers 
apparently 
concluded 
that, in such circumstances, 
lower 
local 
property 
taxes 
across the board could be pur­ 
chased only at the cost of high­ 
er federal taxes. 
In keeping with his change of 
strategy, Nixon told his radio 
audience that the average el­ 
derly citizen in the Northeast 
must allot 30 per cent of in­ 
come to pay property taxes. 


He asserted: “ This is wrong. 
And we must stop it. One of my 
highest-priority proposals to the 
new Congress will be property- 
tax relief for older Americans.” 
Nixon anniunced at the out­ 
set of his radio speech that he 
had signed a Social Security- 
welfare bill that will increase 
benefits, mostly going to the el­ 
derly and disabled, by $6 bil­ 
lion. 
Missing from the bill was the 
President’s plan to reform wel­ 
fare benefits for poor families 
with dependent children. In es­ 
sence, a key feature of the pro­ 
posals would have guaranteed a 
minimum annual income of $2,- 
400 a year for a destitute fami­ 
ly of four. 


The 
President 
announced 
Monday that he was signing 60 
bills passed in the closing days 
of the 1972 Congress. He vetoed 
two that were supposed to help 
the elderly: one to amend the 
Older Americans Act, the other 
to launch a brand new program 
of research into problems of 
aging. He said the bills pro­ 
vided for greater outlays than 
could be managed practically 
and overlapped existing pro­ 
grams. 
Nixon had planned to spend 
much of today in Chicago, with 
the centerpiece a noon-hour 
motorcade through the Loop. 
He canceled out after learning 
of the commuter train wreck

The main argument for it, of 
course, is that it would eliminate 
the chances for vote fraud by 
requiring counU' residents to meet 
the sam e registration standards 
reqmred tor SedaUa voters. 


Today’s mobile population, plus 
the fact that housing developments 
outside the city have added more 
county residents, are arguments in 
favor of 
registering all voters. 
Although some 
townships 
have 
remained stable, others have seen 
an influx of new people, or a 
turnover to such an extent that 
keeping tabs on who is eligible to 
vote can be very difficult. 


Some critics of the proposal say 
the cost will be excessive. Yet 
more than half the voters in the 
c o u n t y — t h o s e 
l i v i n g '

Sedalia—already 
are 
registered. 
Comparisons 
with 
Saline 
and 
Johnson Counties, therefore, are 
not 
entirely 
valid, 
since 
the 
registration efforts there involved 
the cities as well. 


The Pettis County clerk has

A “ yes” vote next Tuesday would 
put Pettis County in the company 
of the 52 other Missouri counties 
that have total registration, and 
would be a positive step forward.

Nixon’ s labor pal 
target of a probe

WASHINGTON — One of President 
Nixon’s favorite labor leaders, who has 
been inducted into the Republican holy of 
holies, is under double-barreled federal 
investigation 


Both the Justice and Labor departments 
are looking into the doings of Kenneth T 
Lyons, a tough and talkative union boss 
now serving as national vice chairman of 
Democrats for Nixon Justice is studying 
whether he committed perjury in a Mafia- 
related case, and Labor is investigating 
charges that he misused union funds 


Lyons heads not only the 100,000-strong 
.National 
.As.soc’iation 
of 
Government 
Employes but, embarra.ssingly for him in 
the present circumstances, the 30,000- 
member 
International 
Brotherhood 
of 
Police Officers 


But while government gumshoes have 
been checking on Lyons, President Nixon 
has been courting him The President has 
appointed him to the prestigious White 
House liigher education advisory council 
and has invited him to at least two White 
House affairs 


As an officer of IJemocrats for Nixon, 
Lyons also attended the exclusive Texas 
barbecue 
which 
ex-Treasury 
Secretary 
John Connally threw for Ni.xon 
But 
Lyons’s entree to the councils of the 
mighty hasn't deterred the federal sleuths 


His trouble with the Justice Department 
began last June with Senate testimony 
about a detergent called Poly-Glean The 
product, 
according 
to 
the 
Senate 
testimony, is linked to a .Mafia family with 
a record for strong-arm business tactics 


The detergent’s maker, I »avid Weiner of 
Palmer, Mass , was called on the witnes-^ 
stand 
His testimony and vouchers he 
pnxluced showed that, at Lyons’ , request, 
he made four tnps to Boston to discuss 
Poly-Clean One of their lunch and dinner 
companions, the vouchers .how, was Tony 
Camerota He is a nephew of the late Nick 
i'amerota, who was the .Mafia gixltather 
for western .Massachusetts until his recent 
demise 


Finally, 
the 
vou<*her*. 
tell 
of 
an 
agreement between Weiner and Lvon,- for 


distributing Poly-Clean through a company 
called “ Noreast Sales Corporation” Talks 
about the deal lasted for hours, the 
vouchers attest. 


After 
Weiner’s 
damning 
statements, 
Lyons demanded to testify before the 
committee. He appeared without a lawyer 
to deny all the ailegations. He swore he 
didn’t know Camerota, had never heard of 
Noreast Sales Corporation and couldn’t 
recall Weiner’s “ ever buying me a cup of 
coffee” 


Lyons also testified that he had met with 
Weiner twice, not four times, that Weiner 
had tried to get him to push Poly-Clean, 
but that he had rejected the deal. 


The Senate record was so shot with 
contradictions that it was referred to the 
Justice Department for possible perjury 
prosecutions Within the last few days, thé 
Senate has also sent Justice an article from 
the Boston Globe identifying two new 
prospective witnesses in the case 


As for the probe into Lyons’s alleged 
misuse of union funds, the charges were 
brought by union dissidents. The Labor 
Department will confirm only that the 
investigation deals with “ financial affairs ’’ 


We reached Lyons in Boston for his 
comments 
He talked at length without 
notes, repeating the same detailed denial 
he had given under oath to the senators. 
“ The thing is so unreal,” he said of the 
Poly-Clean case “ It comes as a complete 
mystery' to me” On the alleged misuse of 
funds, he was “ confident” he would be 
cleared 


Weiner, in an earlier talk with my 
associate Les Whitten, said he ran a clean 
company with no Mafia ties He also stuck 
to his Senate testimony. 


It may take the courts to resolve the 
conflicting stories 


A 
number

They include three of the Senate’s most 
able and articulate members — Indiana’s 
Birch Bavh.

McGovern is also expected to make a 
second bid if he isn’t too badly mauled by 
the voters next Tuesday. But he might have 
trouble simply keeping his Senate seat, 
since he must come up for reelection in 
1974 in conservative South Dakota.

WASHINGTON — As the war comes to 
an agonizing, screeching halt, great minds 
are at work in this country trying to figure 
out a way we can avoid getting ourselves 
into such a mess again. 


Many solutions have been offered. My 
favorite is the Haak Plan, suggested by Leo 
Haak of East Lansing. Mich 


Mr. Haak told 
me, 
“ The reason the war 
lasted so long was that 
only the young people 
in 
this 
country 
were 
truly involved in Viet­ 
nam While the rest of 
the country grew rich 
and fat, this small mi­ 
nority of the population, 
with no political clout, 
was shipped off to Indochina to hold 
back Communist aggression This made 
it rather easy for the rest of the Ameri­ 
cans to show no urgency to end the war .” 


“ That’s true,” I said “ But what do you 
propose?” 


“ The Haak Plan provides that if you 
draft young men to fight a future war, then 
you must also draft the money of the men 
too old to go, to pay for it .” 


“ How would it work’’ ” 


“ When a man became 40 years old, he 
would register for a wealth draft His peak 
earning years are from 40 to 53, just as the 
peak physical years of a young man are 18 
to 26 A lottery would be held and the man 
would be assigned a number according to 
his birthday. Those with low numbers 
would have to turn over all their money to 
the government to finance the war 


“ Those with high numbers could go 
about their lives just as young men with 
high draft numbers go about their business 
without fear of being called up .” 


“ Would you have draft boards?” I asked. 


“ Y es.” Haak replied. “ They would be 
composed of young men under the age of 
26 ” 


“ Why young men?” I asked 


“ Well, you have older men sending off 
young men to die in a war. so you should 
have young men deciding who must give 
their money to pay for it The draft board 
could give exemptions in hardship cases 
and deal with conscientious objectors ” 


“ By conscientious objectors you mean 
those who refuse to give money to a war 
bec'ause it’s against their religion’’ ” 


“ Yes, exactly. If a man can prove he is a 
serious conscientious objector, we would 
let him donate his wealth to a hospital or 
an educational institution ” 


“ What about men over 40 who would flee 
to Canada to avoid having their money 
drafted’’ ” 


“ The Haak Plan does not provide for 
amnesty We think it’s the patriotic duty of 
every 
American to proudly serve 
his 
country, if not with his body, then with his 
fortune.” 


“ How much of his fortune’’” 


“ Everything.” Haak said 
“ When we 
draft young men we ask them to give up 
everything, don’t we’’ ” 


"It sounds like a crazy plan,” I said. 


“ No crazier than what we’ve been doing 
for 10 years. Had the Haak Plan been in 
effect when we first got into Vietnam, the 
howls of the money draftees would have 
been heard from Maine to California 
Picture, if you will, millions of well- 
dressed men in their 40s descending on 
Washington demanding the President and 
Congress to end the war How long do you 
think any politician could survive if the 
country were drafting the entire wealth of 
its middle-age citizens?” 


“ Not very long,” I admitted 


“ Haak said, “ Sending young people off 
to an undeclared war is a thing people 
don’t like, but will put up with 
But 
drafting the fortunes of the men who stay 
at home is something nobody in this 
country will tolerate for very long ”

Time is growing short In fact, there is none left for the 
Smith-('otton Tigers if they are to finish at 500 — the first 
time they will have done so since 1968 
There are only two more games, one of which is scheduled 
for Wednesday' night in Clinton. Following Wednesday’s 
clash, the Tigers will meet Blue Springs in the season’s 
finale, Nov 10 
The game against the Cardinals, one of the weaker 3*A 
schools in Missoun, could well be the last for a number of 
years Cards’ mentor Abe Clark, in his second year at 
Clinton, contacted S-C athletic director Bob Edmondson late 
last week and said they were looking for another opponent to 
replace the Tigers 
Smith-Cotton and Clinton played last year at Jennie Jaynes 
Stadium The Tigers won it 53-28 It was the only victory of 
the season for the Bengals, who posted their worst season’s 
record in the history of the school as they tumbled to 1-9. 
The 1971 contest, which saw the two teams combine for 
the second-most points ever for S-C and an opponent (81), 
was the first time that the two squads had met on a football 
field since 1945 Smith-Cotton won that game, 21-0. Only once 


in modern grid history has Wednesday night’s foe been able 
to pull off a win over S-C. That came in 1941, when the Cards 
edged Smith-Cotton. 13-6. 
, 
Clinton has been able to only to carve out one victory this 
season. That came over Warrensburg, 27-20, four weel« ago 
at Clinton’s hopiecoming. Needless to say, that was an upset. 
Clinton will have to pull off another upset if they are to bump 
off S-C. 
The Cards have had trouble getting the ball across the goal 
line They have suffered three shutouts this season, including 
back-to-back blankings in their two most recent tilts (to 
Knob Noster 36-0 and to Harrisonville, 6-0). 


For the season, Clark’s charges have posted 79 points on 
the board, compared to the 239 run up by their opposition. 
Clinton is a member of the West Central Conference, which 
is made up of 3-A and 2-A schools. 


The Tigers could do a lot of experimenting in the game, 
but that won’t be known until head Smith-Cotton grid 
mentor Greg Cook and his Tigers find out how they fair early 
in the game. Most of all Cook wants a victory, which would 
push his season’s mark to 4-5 with only the Blue Springs 
game remaining 


Cook alternated his quarterbacks in Friday’s 19-0 loss to 
Columbia Hickman. He may do the same against Clinton. 
Jim Vansell went all the way at runningback for the first 
time this season. He took over the left halfback slot which 
had been held down by senior Tom Bloess through the first 
seven games. 
But Bloess is a senior, while Vansell is but a sophomore 
and has two more years on the Tigers’ roster. For that 
reason, he may again get the nod in the backfield with the 
other halfback Marvin Spruell and fullback Mike Bc^s, both 
of whom will also be back next year. 
Sophomore signal-caller Rick McRoy was tabbed by Cook 
a couple of days before last week’s game with Columbia, but 
the Tigers’ mentor didn’t stick strictly to his pre-game plan, 
as he alternated McRoy and junior Paul Kostopolus. 


Cook was obviously displeased about Friday night’s 
offensive performance against Hickman. 


" I don’t know who will be in the backfield against 
Clinton,” the third-year coach said. ‘‘We’ve got too many 
backs who think that their only job is to carry the ball .” 


“I wasn’t pleased at all with either the offensive line or 
offensive backfield against Columbia,” Cook said

For the first time since early September, President Nixon 
has increased his lead over Sen. George McGovern — to 60-32 
per cent, a spread of 28 points. This latest Harris Survey was 
conducted among 1,648 likely voters nationwide between 
Oct. 24-26. 
Thus, the interviewing took place just after Henry 
Kissinger had returned from well-publicized negotiations on 
Vietnam, but was three-quarters completed before his White 
House announcement that “ peace is at hand.” The Harris 
Survey is returning to the field to follow voting trends 
through the final weekend of the election. 
Between mid-September and mid-October, Sen. McGovern 
had cut the Nixon lead from 34 to 25 points. The reversal of 
this trend in late October must be considered a significant 
political development at this stage of the Presidential 
campaign. The reversal can be traced directly to a highly 
positive response from the voters to the imminence of a 
negotiated settlement of the Vietnam war. In this latest 
Harris Survey, by a 53-42 per cent margin, a majority of - 
voters give Nixon high marks on “ negotiating a final 
settlement of the Vietnam war.” Only a week earlier, voter 
reaction on an identical question was 53-39 per cent negative. 
The impact of the Vietnam events is reinforced by two 
‘ other results that indicate Nixon still faced political 
. problems in other areas: by 51-45 per cent, he continued to 
receive negative marks on his “ keeping the economy 
healthy” and by 52-36 per cent, voters give him negative 
marks on “ his handling of corruption in government.” He 
nevertheless maintains a lead of landslide proportions 
against his Democratic opponent. 
Obviously, the moving element in the election has become 
the dramatic events on bringing the war in Vietnam to a 
close. Even at that, however, no more than one-fourth of this 
• survey was conducted as the terms of the peace settlement 
were surfacing. It remains to be seen, of course, if the 
i initially positive public reaction to the impending Vietnam 
I agreement will continue to favor Nixon up to Nov . 7.

Dear Reader — No doubt the 
doctor meant that the water 
might not be purified, meaning 
that it rmght contain some 
harmful bacteria 
This is a 
problem with springwater that 
is not under careful supervision 
h'or water to be safe to drink, it 
must be tested for bacterial 
content as well as chemical 
content In city water supplies, 
there 
are 
enough 
various 
chemicals irK*luded in the water 
to keep it purified and to 
■ -protect our health 
Although springwater might 
contain a small amount of 
minerals, 
depending 
upon 
where it is obtained, it is most 
unlikely that it would cause a 
kidney stone, if indeed your 
mother has one I think you can 
•be quite certain that the water 
you have given her has not 
caused this problem, nor has it 
•caused her arthritis There is no 
evidence that spnngwater or 
‘ water of any sort that is potable 
.to drink at all causes arthntis of 
aif^ type or kidney stones This 
is not an endorsement for 
spnngwater because 1 don’t 
think anyone should be dnnking 
water unless tliey are sure that

regulations 


Incidentally, many doctors 
urge individuals with kidney 
stones to drink plenty of water 
to maintain adc^ quate flow from 
the kidneys.
